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We reviewed a request dated December 2, 1997, from Ms. Jennifer M. Hughes, P.E., Village of Lincoinshire
Engineer, to reissue several Letters of Map Revision (LOMRs). This LOMR reissues our previous
determinations dated July 2, 1996, Qctober 31, 1993, March 3, 1995, and May 11, 1993 for the property
referenced below. All required information for this request was received on December 10, 1997, Using the
information submitted and the effective National Flood Insurance Program (NFIP) map, we have made the
following determination for the property described below with respect to the Special Flood Hazard Area
(SFHA). The SFHA is the arca that would be inundated by the flood having a 1-percent chance of being
equaled or exceeded in any given vear (base flood). This property was elevated by the placement of fill.

Flood insurance coverage for the structures may be available under a low-cost policy (see enclosed document).
Because portions of Lots 26, 27, 30, and 90, Rivershire and Lot 2, Rivershire, Unit 1 remain in the SFHA, any
future construction or substantial improvement on these lots remain subject to Federal, State, and local
regulations for floodplain management.

This determination is based on the flood data presently available. However, we are currently revising the NFIP
maps for the Village of Lincolnshire, Lake County, Illinois. New flood data could be generated that may affect
this property. When the new NFIP maps are issued, they will supersede this letter. The Federal

requirement for purchasing flood insurance will then be based on the newly-issued NFIP maps.

PREFERRED-RISK FLOOD INSURANCE
A BARGAIN, FEMA SAYS

WASHINGTON -- Depending on where they live, nomeovwners can buyv a federally
backed, $25,000 flood insurance policy for as little as $85 a year, Federal Emergency

Management Agency (FEMA) officials said today..
The National Flood Insurance Program (NFIP), administered by FEMA's Federal

Insurance Administration (FIA), offers a Preferred Risk Policy for homeowners located
outside high-risk areas, FIA Executive Administrator Spence W. Perry explained.

“The Preferred Risk Policy is designed for one- to four-family residential buildings
located in low-to-moderate flood-risk zones,” Perry said. “Their owners can purchase flood
insurance very cheaply, even though these areas also are exposed to a significant ﬂdod rsk.

Neariy 30 percent of our ciaims are for properties ousside the high flood-risk areas.”

Preferred Risk Policy packages provide coverage combinations for both the structure
and its contents that range r’ré‘\m $20,000 for the building and $5,000 for contents, up to
$250,000 building/$60,000 contents. The ‘corresponding premiums range from $85 to $250.

The NFIP makes flood ‘insurance available in communities that adopt and enforce
floodplain management reguiations to reduce future flood losses. Cuently, there are nearly

3.6 million policies in force nationwide, representing more than $381 billion worth of

coverage.
